Act I—Terrace before Butterfly's house. Pinkerton, through the marriage 
Broker, Goro, is about to contract a Japanese marriage. The Consul,Sharpless, 
warns him of the possible results of this, for him, Pinkerton, mock marriage. 
Butterfly, renounced by her relatives for embracing Christianity, loves 
Pinkerton and is happy. 


Act II—Three years later. Interior of Butterfly's house, where she lives with 
her baby boy, Trouble, and her faithful maid, Suzuki. Believing in Pinkerton, 
she rejects the suit of Prince Yamadori. Sharpless, to whom Pinkerton has 
announced his return and marriage to an American, tries to prepare Butterfly 
for this blow. 


Act III—The next morning. Butterfly has spent the night at the chosi, watch- 
ing for her “ husband." Mrs. Pinkerton and Sharpless interview Butterfly, 
who divines the truth. She tells them to return shortly for the child. Alone, 
she commits suicide and the worthless Pinkerton, returning too late is heard 
calling, ‘‘ Butterfly, Butterfly." 


Principal Numbers : 
Some Japanese themes are woven into the score. The music follows the 
action closely. The set numbers are :— 


Act I—Duet: Pinkerton and Sharpless—‘‘ America for ever." (Motif of Star- 
Spangled Banner). Solo: Pinkerton—‘‘ Is't love or fancy, I cannot tell you.” 
Concerted Number: Butterfly’s entrance. Love Duet: Pinkerton and 
Butterfly—'' Evening is falling." (Viene la Sera). 

Act II—Solo: Butterfly—'' One fine day." (Un bel di vedremo) Duet: 
Butterfly and Sharpless—'' Dear friend, I beg you to seek out that child." 
(Motif of Humming-Chorus). Solo: Butterfly—'' White, white, the American 
Stars and Stripes. Flower Duet: Butterfly and Suzuki—‘‘ Shake the cherry 
tree." Humming Chorus: Chorus from within. 

Act III—Orchestral Prelude, embracing themes from the score. Lullaby : 
Butterfly—'' Love, thou art sleeping.” Trio: Sharpless, Pinkerton, Suzuki— 
“ I know that for such trouble there is no consolation.” Solo: Pinkerton— 
“ Farewell, oh, happy home." Solo: Butterfly—'' Mv son, sent to me from 
Heaven."
